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'800 years since Magna Carta but 
still no democracy in West Dorset'

A PACKED public meet¬ 
ing has called for the end 
of the cabinet system at 
West Dorset District 
Council. 

The meeting heard that, 
under the current cabinet 
system a handful of Con¬ 
servatives make all the 
decisions, leaving re¬ 
maining councillors with 
little, or no, opportunity 
to change or challenge 
decisions. 

“800 years after Magna 
Carta democracy is dead 
in west Dorset,” Dorch¬ 
ester Independent coun¬ 
cillor Alistair Chisholm 
told the 270 people at the 
Corn Exchange. 

The Conservatives de¬ 
clined to send a speaker 
to the meeting and after¬ 
wards declined to com¬ 
ment on its outcome, 
west Dorset MP Oliver 
Letwin said he was un¬ 
able to appear. 

But former Conserva¬ 
tive district councillor 
Fred Horsington, who 
was persuaded onto the 
platform from the back 
of the hall towards the 
end of the meeting, said 
that if any other party 
were in the Conservative 
position they too, would 
do the same. His candour 
was booed my many at 
the meeting. 


John Grantham, from 
Burton Bradstock, who 
arranged the gathering in 
the name of Public First, 
said that, at the last elec¬ 
tion, the Conservatives 
received less than half 
the vote yet held more 
than two thirds of the 
West Dorset District 
Council seats and all of 
the cabinet positions. 

“It is a great deal of re¬ 
sponsibility in the hands 
of a few... a lot of what 
goes on is not advertised 
and things are kept very, 
very quiet.” 

Afterwards he de¬ 
scribed the meeting as a 
‘landmark event.’ 

“This meeting arose 
out of frustration with 
the impenetrable and 
anti-democratic nature of 
the West Dorset District 
Council cabinet form of 
government, where the 
majority Conservative 
party holds 67 per cent of 
the seats, based on just 
43 per cent of the vote, 
but then through cabinet 
appointments translates 
this into 100 per cent of 
the cabinet positions, es¬ 
sentially excluding all 
other political points of 
view.” 

Chaired by human 
rights lawyer Clive 
Stafford Smith, the meet¬

ing discussed how, under 
a unitary system, around 
242 councillors county¬ 
wide might be cut back 
to 100, with massive fi¬ 
nancial savings. 

Said Mr Grantham: 
“Towards the end, brief 
contributions from repre¬ 
sentatives invited from 
the Green Party, Labour, 
Lib-Dems and UKIP 
were welcomed, and all 
agreed with the clear 
sense of the public’s 
view at the meeting that 
WDDC should move to a 


committee, and poten¬ 
tially unitary, system of 
local government. 

“In perhaps the starkest 
illustration of the need 
for greater democratic 
responsiveness, not one 
of the eight senior Tories 
individually invited to at¬ 
tend appeared.” 

A small committee will 
now consider whether it 
is feasible to use the law 
to hold a public referen¬ 
dum to force the council 
to move from the cabinet 
to a committee system,

Other meetings may 
also be held across the 
district with a further call 
for public debate on 
adopting a unitary system. 

Former district council 
officer David Oliver told 
the meeting that since the 
mid-1980s west Dorset 
had moved to the cabinet 
system where he said: 
“decisions are made in 
pre-meetings and then 
voted on en bloc... it 
seems rather pointless 


for us to elect fifty-plus 
councillors when the de¬ 
cisions are made by six.” 

Alistair Chisholm said 
the set up was an outrage 
to democracy, and telling 
that the Conservatives 
had declined invitations 
to attend: “What do these 
people have to hide? 

“Why are they absent 
this evening? What arro¬ 
gance. We need to 
change this system. 

“Eight hundred years 
after Magna Carta we 
still haven’t got democ¬ 
racy in west Dorset.”

HEATHER and Peter Foster's voices will be 
known to thousands who have visited a local 
hospital over the years. 

For almost half a century they have been be¬ 
hind the microphone in Weymouth, Dorch¬ 
ester and even Bournemouth. 

Many will have seen Peter whispering into a 
microphone at most of the county town's big¬ 
ger events, bringing "the outside in" for pa¬ 
tients. 

Others will know the couple for their involve¬ 
ment in the Somerset and Dorset Railway 
Trust - the couple can often be found running 
the station at Harman's Cross on the Swanage 
Steam Railway. 


• YOU were both brought up in Dorchester. 

Peter was a Thomas Hardye Pupil and Heather at 
St Genevieve's. Where did your paths first cross? 

Heather: We were working in the health service as cler¬ 
ical officers at the time, in the NHS Executive Council 
for Dorset, which was then in High West Street in the 
building now occupied by the Natiowide Building So¬ 
ciety. Peter cornered me in the cloakroom and asked 
me out. We had a few trips out and about but it wasn't 
long before he invited me along to hospital radio 
which then became a regular feature in our lives. 

• HOW did the interest in hospital radio start? 

Peter: I have always loved radio, from Children's Hour 
and the Toy Town Plays. I saw an advert for volunteers 
to join the new hospital radio at Dorchester County 
Hospital, when it was in Princes Street. I applied and a 
man came to see me at home with a large ferrograph 
tape recorder and asked me to read a request out, 
which didn't go too well; then I read some news items 
which he quite liked and after that a formal letter was 
sent asking me to come along for some trial sessions 
and training. I've been doing it virtually every day since 
then. 

• AND has it always been at Dorchester? 

Peter: Mostly, but we were at Weymouth Hospital from 
1968 to 73; Bedside in Bournemouth from 1973 to 86 
and for a short spell at Herrison. 

Heather: It was usually Dorchester on Wednesdays and 
Thursdays after I became involved and Bournemouth 
at the weekends. We are both keen on classical music 
so we would also go along to various societies as well, 
and then he got me interested in railways as well 
through the Somerset and Dorset Railway Trust! We've 
been involved with that formally since 1981 and have 
been running the Dorchester group since 1987. We 
started as volunteers with the Swanage Steam Railway 
in the mid-1980s when they were looking for more 
helpers. We always seemed to be busy. 

• WHAT skills do you both bring 
to the things you do? 

Peter: Heather's far more technically minded than I am 
and she's taught me a lot about computing. She's also 
vital for what we do as she drives and I don't. It was just 
something I never got around to. 

Heather: I like to dabble in things and try and keep up 
to date - although I've never seen the point of Twitter. 


It took us a while to get a mobile phone, but I got one 
before Peter... and he still can't text! 

• WHAT have been the highlights of 
your times behind the microphone? 

Peter: We always love going up to London for the 
Mayor's Show. This year was one of the best ever, and 
the Royal events are always lovely. At the 50th anniver¬ 
sary of the Coronation I was stood commentating and 
Glenda Jackson was just behind me. I wondered if I 
should talk to her, but decided I would and she chatted 
for quite a while, which was amazing. Overall all sorts 
of people have been generally very cooperative over 
the years and the Dorchester area is such a good place 
for event. 

Heather: More often than not we find ourselves with 
more to do than hands available to do them. 

• DO to pair of you ever get a day off. I hear 
you were working on Christmas Day? 

Peter: Very rarely. Christmas Day is usually one of our 
longest days. This year we were in from 10am until 
6pm, but we did have a pre-recorded programme in 
the middle of the day so we found time for lunch in the 
Darners Restaurant. We'd recorded the morning serv¬ 
ice at St Peter's and Heather edited it for broadcast in 
the afternoon.The Mayor came in during the morning; 
we had a Weymouth lunchtime concert and 'Carols by 
Train' which we had pre-recorded at Swanage with 
other volunteers, the Wareham Town Band in the lug¬ 
gage van and carols from the platform. 

• HAS the station changed much over the years? 

Heather: Technology has made our job easier when it's 
working alright, but when it goes wrong life can get a 
little tricky... there's no wind-up back up these days 
we can turn to if things go wrong, but overall there has 
been very few occasions when we have been forced 
off the air. Having said that our computers now need 
new hard-drives and the mixing desk is getting to the 
end of its life so we will need to find the money, from 
somewhere, for replacements. 
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Peter: And just at the moment we've got a very strong 
team of around 25 volunteers, including a few out¬ 
standing youngsters, one of which is about to start a 
BBC engineering apprenticeship, although it's fair to 
say most of us are in the older age-bracket. 

• SO does that mean you will 
be planning your retirement? 

Heather: Peter has been saying he'll retire from this at 
40 years, at 45 years and so on, so we'll wait and see. 
Peter: It will be the 50th anniversary of hospital radio 
in Dorchester in September 2016 and I have said that's 
the time I will be out of the door. 

• AND would the pair of you find 
enough to do if you did stop? 

Peter: We've got plenty to do. There's always the rail¬ 
way, the recorded music society, an archive of cuttings 
and I've started writing a book about my 50 years in 
broadcasting although I'm not sure anyone much 
would want to read it. 

Heather: I dabble in many things but I've been doing 
a family history for many years, which is fascinating, 
and I've often thought I could make a career out of it.

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Charles Street petition calls 
for proper site investigation 



Three months of traffic problems looming 



AROUND 2,000 peo¬ 
ple have signed an on¬ 
line petition to ensure 
there is a proper archae¬ 
ological investigation 
in Charles Street before 
development goes 
ahead. 

The site, opposite the 
district council offices, 
is earmarked for shops, 
homes and a new car 
park. 

Previous works in the 
area have uncovered 
important Roman re¬ 
mains, including a bath 
house which remains 
buried under the ad¬ 
joining Woolaston 
Field car park. 

The 38 Degrees on¬ 
line petition says: 

“West Dorset District 


Council has shocked 
and appalled archaeol¬ 
ogists by insisting that 
the Charles Street de¬ 
velopment be allowed 
to go ahead without an 
adequate archaeologi¬ 
cal investigation prior 
to the bulldozers mov¬ 
ing in. 

“The site lies within 
the walls of the Roman 
town, and its archaeol¬ 
ogy is likely to include 
vital clues to our town’s 
history, from prehis¬ 
toric times to the pres¬ 
ent. Flying in the face 
of English Heritage’s 
advice, and acting 
against the spirit of the 
law where archaeology 
and development are 
concerned, the council 


has decided to squander 
a major opportunity to 
explore and enhance the 
understanding of 
Dorchester’s past. 

Instead of a thorough 
investigation of what 
remains below ground 
level, the site is to be 
destroyed and removed 
for landfill, after a mere 
cursory examination. 

“The council em¬ 
ployed consultants to 
provide a report which 
assessed the site as 
being of only ‘medium’ 
importance, despite the 
fact that it is bounded 
on one side by the re¬ 
mains of Dorchester’s 
Roman bath-house, and 
on another by a unique 
and internationally im¬ 
portant Neolithic henge 
monument...” 

“Plainly, the council is 
determined to see the 
project through at any 
cost. 

“So far this has in¬ 
cluded several millions 
of pounds of ratepay¬ 
ers’ money. 

“Now it seems as if it 
will also be at the cost 
of our town’s heritage, 
and the future opportu¬ 
nity for generations of 
residents, visitors, stu¬ 
dents and historians to 
enjoy, study and under¬ 
stand a vital part of 
Dorchester’s history...” 

“In the early 19thC, a 
group of Dorchester 
residents, led by the 
poet William Barnes, 
managed to avert the 
demolition of Maum- 
bury Rings by Brunei’s 
Great Western Railway 
by forming a pressure 
group and lobbying 
against the wanton de¬ 
struction of our town’s 
priceless heritage. 

“Now we need to act 
again, to make sure that, 
when development oc¬ 
curs, our heritage is 
treated with respect and 
is properly investigated, 
recorded and con¬ 
served.” 


DORCHESTER driv¬ 
ers are being warned of 
potential traffic prob¬ 
lems as three months 
of work gets underway 
replacing a gas main 
along the length of 
Weymouth Avenue.

A DORCHESTER head¬ 
teacher has become the 
second cyclist to die on 
Dorchester’s roads 
within weeks of a similar 
tragedy. 

Paul Miller, 46, was on 
his way home from Yet- 
minster School when he 
was in a collision with a 
Fiat car between the 
Weirs roundabout and 
Loders garage last 
Thursday evening. 

Mr Miller was declared 
dead at the scene. The 
driver of the car in¬ 
volved, a 62-year-old 
Dorchester man, and 
passengers from other 
vehicles, which were 
also involved, were 
taken to hospital in 
Dorchester by ambu¬ 
lances. 

In a statement, Mr 
Miller’s family said: 
“We are devastated to

The agenda includes a 
timetable for forming the 
partnership, considera¬ 
tion of collaboration 
agreement principles, 
plus approval of pro¬ 
posed pay for a shared 
chief executive. 

The collaboration 
agreement is a binding 
commitment by the three 
councils to enter into 


partnership and needs to 
be approved by each au¬ 
thority’s full council 
meetings, expected to 
be held during February. 

A salary of £130,000 is 
being proposed for the 
new chief officer, inclu¬ 
sive of allowances and 
out of hours working. 
This compares to 
£300,000 annual costs 
for the previous three 
chief executives. 

The shared chief exec¬ 
utive will deliver the 
partnership’s business 
plan, which will see the 
councils reduce costs by 
£6 million by 2020. 

Together the three 
councils have 117 coun¬ 
cillors who represent a 
population of 235,000; 
700 employees and com¬ 
bined annual budgets of 
around £130million. 


In a joint statement, 
leader of North Dorset 
district council Deborah 
Croney, leader of West 
Dorset district council 
Cllr Anthony Alford and 
chairman of Weymouth 
& Portland borough 
council management 
committee, Mike Byatt 
said: “This promises to 
be an important year for 
our councils as we con¬ 
tinue to meet funding 
challenges head-on and 
transform our services to 
meet the needs of our 
communities. 

“Sharing one chief ex¬ 
ecutive for three coun¬ 
cils instead of employing 
one each is a good exam¬ 
ple of how we can work 
more strategically and 
reduce costs. 

“This shows we are not 
only being efficient with 


our finances but also 
being innovative in the 
way we deal with the 
challenges facing local 
government.” 

A partnership between 
West Dorset district 
council and Weymouth 
& Portland borough 
council has been running 
since 2011 and has al¬ 
ready saved some £9 
million. 

Under the partnership, 
each authority will con¬ 
tinue to have its own 
councillors who will 
continue to make local 
decisions about services. 

Each council will con¬ 
tinue to set its own 
budget, council tax and 
maintain its own identity 
and sovereignty but 
have shared strategic 
direction and greater in¬ 
fluence. 
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King's Arms hotel in receivership but still open

DORCHESTER’S 
King’s Arms Hotel has 
gone into receivership, 
but remains open for 
business. 

The hotel, once consid¬ 
ered the principal hotel in 
the town, featured in 
Thomas Hardy’s novels 
with the author reputed to 
drink there. 

The joint receiver at 
Begbies Traynor, Steve 
Williams, said: “We were 
appointed as receivers on 
Wednesday January 7th, 
and we have appointed a 
specialist management 
company, Convivial 
Management Solutions, 
to continue to operate the 
hotel on our behalf. 

“The property is owned 
by Host Properties Lim¬ 
ited but it was operated 
by Starling Hotel Man¬ 
agement limited. 

“Prior to Christmas, the 
owners were in discus¬ 
sion with the mortgage 
company about the ongo¬ 
ing payment situation, 


and whilst those discus¬ 
sions were ongoing the 
lender was informed 
Starling Hotels ceased to 
trade as of December 
31st, so they had effec¬ 
tively closed the hotel. 

Mr Williams said: “Ef¬ 
fectively, it's business as 
usual. We want to keep 
the business alive, hon¬ 
our the bookings and we 


want to preserve the 
staffs employment, with 
a view to sell in due 
course.” 

The 37-bedroom hotel 
has been managed and 
run independently, al¬ 
though a member of the 
Best Western group. 

The building is 288 
years old and has had 
more than £lm spent re¬ 


furbishing and upgrad¬ 
ing it last year. 

Trip Advisor reviewers 
generally give it a high 
rating with many com¬ 
ments praising the 
friendly and professional 
staff. 

Best Western is cur¬ 
rently offering rooms at 
the hotel with a 50 per 
cent discount.

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Council move to 
name and shame 
'real tax dodgers' 

A LIBERAL Democrat motion to support the 
Action Aid campaign to end tax dodging was ap¬ 
proved at West Dorset District Council, with only 
the Conservative executive voting against it. 

New council leader, Anthony Alford, claimed the 
motion did not achieve anything that was not al¬ 
ready being done, but Bridport Cllr Ros Kayes ar¬ 
gued that the issue was about taking a stance, 
naming and shaming tax avoiders and creating a 
climate in which corporate tax avoidance is seen 
as something shameful rather than as something to 
be applauded. 

“It also seems a case of double standards when 
we as a council pursue people on a low income for 
not paying their council tax, but are not prepared 
to support a motion like this which focuses on the 
real tax dodgers." 

Dorchester Cllr Tim Harries said: "This is a mat¬ 
ter of principle. 

“We think tax dodging is wrong: if ever there was 
a motion that we could all be united on, this is it." 

Fellow Dorchester councillor Cllr Stella Jones 
added: "Government is doing something but 
clearly not enough. The UK government is respon¬ 
sible for tax havens in the world through its crown 
dependencies and overseas territories. 

“Last year government promised to make sure the 
public will be able to identify the real owners of 
UK companies. It now needs to ensure that tax 
haven authorities do the same." 

Cllr Caroline Payne, who tabled the motion said: 
“I'm so pleased council has agreed to support this. 
It is something that really matters to the public. It's 
good for them to see that local councillors support 
their concerns."

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Tumble dryers are 
causing more fires 


FIREFIGHTERS from 
Dorset Fire & Rescue 
service have seen an in¬ 
crease in the number of 
fires in commercial 
premises involving 
tumble dryers and 
washing machines. 

In the last two weeks, 
crews have attended 
three incidents of the 
type across Dorset. 

The fire service is 
now urging commercial 
businesses that launder 
their own linen, towels 
or clothing to consider 
the fire risks and make 
sure they have the cor¬ 
rect safeguards in 
place. 

The key to this is hav¬ 
ing a current Fire Risk 
Assessment for the 
premises and ensuring 
that all laundry ma¬ 
chines are maintained 
to a good standard. 

Fire safety officer, 
Graham Kewley said: 
“We are in the process 
of carrying out checks 
on premises that are 
known to provide their 
own laundry service. 

“However, all com¬ 
mercial premises 
should take this oppor¬ 


tunity to review their 
procedures and ensure 
their laundry machines 
are properly main¬ 
tained. 

“This includes clean¬ 
ing them regularly to 
remove fluff and ensur¬ 
ing that tumble dried 
items are cooled prior 
to being folded and 
stacked.” 

He added: “It is also 
important to ensure that 
a wash completely re¬ 
move contaminants 
from washing before 
tumble drying, as oil 
and grease residue can 
significantly increase 
the risk of fabrics 
smouldering. 

Having appropriate 
fire detection equip¬ 
ment will also warn oc¬ 
cupants so they are able 
to escape. 

Fire doors to risk 
rooms should also be 
maintained to ensure 
that they contain any 
fire.”

Martinstown goes superfast 


RESIDENTS of one of Dorset’s 
oldest villages, Martinstown, has 
joined the fibre broadband net¬ 
work. 

Superfast Dorset’s 100th fibre 
broadband cabinet, on the B3159, 
has made the high-speed technol¬ 
ogy available to more than 300 
village homes and businesses. 

The £31.75 million Superfast 
Dorset programme has so far 
rolled out its fibre network to in¬ 
clude locations such as Bridport, 
Charmouth, Puddletown, Broad- 
mayne, Upwey and Bradpole. 

The programme is led by the 
county council, working in part¬ 
nership with BT and the govern¬ 


ment body BDUK, with financial 
contributions and support from 
local councils. 

State of Mind Media, a digital 
media company based in Martin¬ 
stown, was one of the first in the 
village to place an order for fibre 
broadband. Owner Shawn Keys 
said: “Fibre broadband will make 
a fundamental difference to us as 
we are an internet based business. 

“We will be able to reach cus¬ 
tomers globally and also benefit 
from employing freelancers.” 

Paul Coles, BT’s South West re¬ 
gional manager, said: “The instal¬ 
lation of Superfast Dorset’s 100th 
fibre broadband cabinet demon¬ 


strates the strong progress being 
achieved by the partnership. More 
than 270,000 households and busi¬ 
nesses in Dorset now have access 
to fibre broadband when BT’s own 
commercial rollout of the high¬ 
speed technology is also included. 

“Whether you are starting a new 
business, working from home, 
studying or researching online or 
just going shopping, you can do it 
better with fibre broadband.” 

Dorset County Councillor for 
Linden Lea Division Andy Can¬ 
ning said: "It's great news that so 
many of our villages are now as 
quickly connected to the internet 
as our urban areas." 


Museum to redevelop its 
archaeology department 

THE Archaeology Gallery at Dorset County 
Museum is being redeveloped as part of a 
£250,000 project. 

When the work is finished this summer the 
new gallery will become the visitor centre for 
the South Dorset Ridgeway. Ultimately it will 
link in with information panels to be dis¬ 
played along the ridgeway itself helping vis¬ 
itors explore the Area of Outstanding Natural 
Beauty and understand the sites that can be 
seen there today. 

"This is a very special project for us," said 
Jon Murden, director of Dorset county mu¬ 
seum. 

"The archaeology of Dorset is the history of 
over 10,000 years of human habitation in the 
county - our collections are nationally signif¬ 
icant and cover the entire period from pale¬ 
olithic times to Saxon and Viking Dorset." 

The project is supported by the Heritage 
Lottery Fund (HLF) landscape partnership 
scheme and the south Dorset Ridgeway Area 
of Outstanding Natural Beauty (AONB). 

When the new Ancient Dorset Gallery 
opens at the museum, the centrepiece will 
be a special display of the Viking skeletons 
found during the construction of the Wey¬ 
mouth Relief Road in 2009 which featured in 
a special TV programme. 

During the initial work, from now until 
March, the existing gallery will be open but 
artefacts from some display cases will be re¬ 
moved for conservation. 

While the work is being undertaken, visi¬ 
tors will be able to enjoy a special loan from 
the British Museum of three jadeite axes and 
some mace heads from their own collection.

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NHS 'needs to change' say commissioners 


HEALTH bosses have 
announced plans for 
sweeping changes to 
services across the 
county, with the NHS in 
Dorset facing a shortfall 
of up to £200m over the 
next five years. 

The Dorset Clinical 
Commissioning Group 
(CCG), which is respon¬ 
sible for planning and 
arranging healthcare for 
patients, has unveiled a 
‘case for change’ to 
tackle what it describes 
as a “growing financial 
challenge”. 

Precise details of how 
services will change 
have not yet been re¬ 
leased, but the CCG is 
carrying out an exten¬ 
sive review of the way 
healthcare is delivered. 

Its ‘case for change” 
document reveals a long 
list of pressures on NHS 
services which, the CCG 
says, it “cannot con¬ 
tinue” to deliver in the 
same way. 

According to its pro¬ 
jections, the overall pop¬ 
ulation will pass 800,000 
with the number of peo¬ 
ple in Dorset over 70 ex¬ 
pected to rise by almost 
a third by 2023, bringing 
with it an increase in the 
kinds of chronic ill¬ 
nesses that come with

longevity, like diabetes 
and dementia. 

One striking aspect is 
that life expectancy 
varies by over 11 years 
between men living in 
the more deprived and 
more prosperous areas. 

The report also re¬ 
vealed that more than 
half the patients cur¬ 
rently admitted to com¬ 
munity hospitals could, 
instead, be treated, cared 
for and supported at 
home. 

A further third could 
be nursed in their own 
home, helping to main¬ 
tain their independence. 

And services are al¬ 
ready unable to cope 
with the demand for 
emergency surgery, with 
the county’s three acute 
hospitals sometimes 
falling below national 
quality standards be¬ 
cause surgeons don’t al¬ 
ways have enough 
patients to maintain spe¬ 
cialist skills. 

The CCG’s report also 
reveals that the number 
of stroke patients receiv¬ 
ing a potentially life-sav¬ 
ing brain scan within an 
hour is 10 per cent lower 


than the national aver¬ 
age, while the quality of 
care, particularly with 
cancer treatment, varies. 

There is similar varia¬ 
tion in the quality of 
general practice 

throughout the area. 

And in the field of 
mental health, while 
services are generally 
good, in some areas 
there is insufficient sup¬ 
port provided to patients 
outside working hours, 
and there are not enough 
services for children 
with mental health con¬ 
ditions. 

“The evidence we have 
gathered on the current 
picture of healthcare 
shows that most patients 
currently receive good 
care in Dorset, but there 
is too much variation, 
both against national 
standards and within 
Dorset itself,” said Dr 
Forbes Watson, chair¬ 
man of the CCG. 

“In addition, we know 
our population is chang¬ 
ing and getting older, 
and that brings new 
health demands we need 
to meet.” 

Access to NHS serv¬ 


ices is a partic¬ 
ular problem in 
West Dorset, 
according to 
the report, 
where one in 
four people do 
not have an 
easy public 
transport link 
to an acute 
hospital - more 
than double the 
number in 
other parts of 
the county. 

And the 
group found 
that more than 
half the pa¬ 
tients in Dorset 
are turning up at hospi¬ 
tals with only minor 
conditions that could be 
handled at home. 

The report also high¬ 
lights the need for 
seven-day consultant 
cover, particularly in 
maternity units, and 
warns that one in eight 
Dorset residents will 
suffer from heart disease 
and one in ten will suffer 
from diabetes by 2020. 
The CCG claims there is 
a “compelling case” for 
services to adapt to 
changing needs that 
“cannot continue to be 
delivered in the same 
way.”

Alongside the need to 
provide effective serv¬ 
ices for patients, the 
NHS in Dorset also 
faces a predicted short¬ 
fall - the gap between its 
income and its expendi¬ 
ture - of between £167m 
and £200m. 

Dr Watson added: 
“The money we have to 
secure healthcare for 
local people is not in¬ 
creasing at the same rate 
as rising costs and de¬ 
mand. 

“We want to make sure 
we are putting resources 
where they will give the 
best return and the max¬ 
imum health gain for 
Dorset’s population.” 


Are council mergers 
harming staff health? 


MORE than 70 staff have left West 
Dorset District Council since the 
partnership started with Wey¬ 
mouth & Portland Borough Coun¬ 
cil, with fears for the health of 
those who remain. 

In 2012-13 a total of 41 staff left, 
7.4 percent of the total, represent¬ 
ing 33 voluntary retirements and 
eight redundancies. 

In 2013-14 the figures were 33, 
made up of 25 retirements and 
eight redundancies. 

Retiring council leader Robert 
Gould said in a statement at his last 
meeting as leader in Dorchester 
that the staff were leaving the au¬ 
thority because of an upturn in the 
private sector rather than as a re¬ 
sponse to the changes taking 
place at the authority. 

Liberal Democrats questioned 
the rationale offered by the council 
leader: "We know that this has 
been a period of extreme stress for 
staff, with many having received 
changes to their pay grades and 
their wages, and we are concerned 
that the forthcoming merger with 
North Dorset will heighten the 
pressure," said Dorchester council¬ 
lor Stella Jones, Liberal Democrat 
group leader. 

And Councillor Ros Kayes, from 
Bridport said:"Staff in an organisa¬ 
tion are the oil which makes the 
machine run smoothly.

"When staff are worried, experi¬ 
encing stress or increased work¬ 
load, their health suffers, as does 
that of the organisation. 

"It is no accident that many staff 
are leaving and opting for a role in 
the private sector. Morale is not 
good and it is our duty to look after 
the wellbeing of our employees. 

"We have called again and again 
for proper support for staff in what 
will be yet another series of service 
reviews, the third in six years. 

"We would still like to see con¬ 
crete proposals for supporting 
staff through these changes from 
the new chief executive, and, de¬ 
spite repeated requests we have 
had no such commitment."

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Drivers urged to car-share to save fuel 


DORSET drivers are being en¬ 
couraged to sign up to a county 
council-run car sharing data¬ 
base. 

The website, carsharedorset 
.com has been going for ten 
years this year, but has only had 
limited success in persuading 
people to sign up, despite tens of 
thousands of pounds being spent 
on the project. 

A county council news release 
failed to mention how many 
people actively use the service, 
but since it started only 3,600 
have signed up. 

The service says that by shar¬ 
ing an 11 -mile journey with just 
one other person you could save 


£322per year in fuel. Your sav¬ 
ings could increase to £429 a 
year by sharing with two other 
people. 

The website helps find a match 
for a lift and also features a cal¬ 
culator which calculates how 
much you can save. 

A search on the website this 
week revealed six people seek¬ 
ing or offering lifts between 
Dorchester and Weymouth and 
ten on the Dorchester to Brid- 
port route. 

Individuals and businesses that 
are keen to save money and re¬ 
duce their carbon emissions are 
being encouraged to sign up . 

You can sign up whether offer¬ 


ing a lift, or in need of one. The 
site is available at www.car- 
sharedorset.com 

County council cabinet mem¬ 
ber for environment and the 
economy, Cllr Peter Finney said: 
“Running a car has mounting 
costs, in terms of petrol, mainte¬ 
nance and parking expenses. Car 
sharing is a fantastic way to save 
money, reduce congestion on 
our roads and is a sociable way 
to travel. 

“I would encourage everyone 
simply to register their journey 
and do a search. No matter 
where you live, you’ll be sur¬ 
prised to find how many other 
people are going your way.”

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Students lobby parliament in'goodie'company 


KINGSTON Maurward students 
met TV naturalist Bill Oddie 
during a lobby at parliament to 
persuade MPs to back a ban on 
people keeping primates as pets. 

The students, on the founda¬ 
tion degree course in animal be¬ 
haviour and welfare, were taking 
part in the lobby, organised by 
leading primate charity, Wild 
Futures. 

It estimates that up to 20,000 
primates, including tamarinds, 


squirrel monkeys and chim¬ 
panzees, are being kept as pets 
in this country, many of which 
are abused and neglected. 

Mr Oddie spoke to the students 
about their course, the college, 
and Operation Wallacea, an in¬ 
ternational organisation that 
helps students work in the con¬ 
servation industry across the 
world. 

Whilst MPs concluded that 
there was insufficient evidence 


to change current legislation, the 
students found the experience 
invaluable. 

Wild Futures ambassador and 
Kingston Maurward tutor, Lee 
Read, said: “Our students learn 
about legislation in their course, 
so this conference was a great 
way to demonstrate the process 
in action; and it was inspiring for 
us to be with like-minded people 
discussing a topic we’re all pas¬ 
sionate about.” 



Sustainable living group seeks public's views 


THE group ‘Communi¬ 
ties living sustainably’

Council supports new arts initiative 


PLANS are moving forward to set up a community 
interest company (CIC) for Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil's arts related services. 

Members gave their seal of approval for the pio¬ 
neering new initiative, the first of its kind in the 
country at a cabinet meeting in December. 

The CIC, or the Arts Development Company as 
it will be known, will be an independent em¬ 
ployee-owned company, supported by the county 
council. 

With funding cuts from the national government 
on a scale never seen before, creating an independ¬ 
ent company could help sustain local arts services 
for the future. 

The move will open up doors for new income 
streams, including funding from the national lot¬ 
tery as well as private investment and charitable 
giving and create an environment for arts services 
to develop and flourish in the future. 

The plans have already been endorsed by the Arts 
Council England, and it is envisaged the new CIC 
will start trading in April 2015 and deliver arts pro¬ 
grammes as well as administer grants to arts-re- 


lated organisations in Dorset. 

A recent public consultation showed that there is 
a significant amount of support for the initiative: 
just over 80 per cent of respondents were in favour 
of the move, only seven per cent disagreed. 

The county council will continue to support the 
arts service through a contract. It has also agreed 
to refurbish the Little Keep building up to a total 
of £300,000 to provide a base for the Arts Devel¬ 
opment Company that can also serve as a hub for 
a wide range of arts organisations. The CIC will 
repay this £300,000 in annual instalments. 

Working with a range of partners, the company 
will provide training, advice and guidance, confer¬ 
ences and consultancies to enhance the work in the 
sector and achieve efficiencies. With dwindling 
funds available to all local authorities across the 
country, the goal is to widen the funding available 
to the company within the next four years. 

Cllr Colin Jamieson, member for community 
services, said: "The aim of the CIC is to work in a 
more creative way, and take advantage of funding 
opportunities not open to local authorities."

OLDER people are en¬ 
couraged to have their 
say on the future of 
sheltered housing in 
Dorset. 

Working in partner¬ 
ship with housing asso¬ 
ciation landlords, 
Dorset county council 
provides support to 
over 5,000 household¬ 
ers living in sheltered 
housing. 

The council is keen to 
hear their views on 
how they would like to 
see the service devel¬ 
oped for the future. 

Sheltered housing 
schemes consist of self- 
contained flats or bun¬ 
galows, often with 
communal areas and all 
with access to a support 
worker. All schemes 
provide 24-hour emer¬ 
gency help through an 
alarm system. 

The council is com¬ 
mitted to working in 
partnership with resi¬ 
dents, carers, the volun¬ 
tary sector, care and 
housing providers, as 
well as the private sec¬ 
tor to allow older peo¬ 
ple to remain 
independent in their 


own homes, avoiding 
the need for admission 
to hospital or residen¬ 
tial care. 

As well as sheltered 
housing, the council 
also support residents 
living in extra care 
housing, designed to 
cater for older people 
who are frail, and less 
able to do everything 
for themselves. 

People who live in 
extra care housing also 
have their own self- 
contained homes, but 
with more care options 
available to them. 

A recent review of 
extra care housing 
found that there was 
considerable demand 
for more schemes 
across Dorset. Such 
schemes were a really 
valuable way of avoid¬ 
ing the need for people 
to move into residential 
care. 

The review of shel¬ 
tered housing which 
the council plans, will 
complement this work 
and help shape future 
investments to help 
support people to re¬ 
main independent with 


support in the local 
community. 

Cllr Jill Haynes, cab¬ 
inet member for adult 
social care, said: 
"There are some great 
examples of housing 
schemes for older peo¬ 
ple in Dorset, and we 
want to build on this 
and provide a range of 
housing options for 
older people that meet 
their needs. 

"Support for older 
people to remain inde¬ 
pendent for as long as 
possible is one of the 
key priorities for the 
county council, and we 
want to hear people's 
views on how sheltered 
housing helps us 
achieve this." 

"We want to invest in 
services that are afford¬ 
able, sustainable and, 
most importantly, bet¬ 
ter suited to each indi¬ 
vidual."

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Lack of demand leads to fertility clinic closure 


THE fertility treatment clinic at 
Dorchester's private Winter¬ 
bourne Hospital is to close in 
the spring following a decrease 
in demand for the service. 

Treatment cycles which have 
already started for patients will 
be completed. 

The centre, which opened in 
1993, once had a 57 per cent 
success rate, making it one of 
the top four in the country. 

"With a gradual decrease in 
demand for fertility services at 


The Winterbourne Hospital in 
recent years we have decided 
that there are not sufficient 
cases to continue the service," 
said a spokesman for BMI 
Healthcare. 

"We will be writing to current 
patients to explain that their 
treatment cycles will be com¬ 
pleted at The Winterbourne be¬ 
fore the service closes in three 
months'time and we will not be 
accepting new patients whose 
treatment cannot be com¬ 


pleted within that timescale." 

"We appreciate that this is a 
sensitive issue for our patients 
and we are making appropriate 
arrangements for their continu¬ 
ing care at other facilities where 
this is required.

Smokers pay over £2,500 a year for habit 


A CAMPAIGN has been 
launched to inspire peo¬ 
ple to put smoking be¬ 
hind them. 

Public Health Dorset is 
encouraging people who 
would like to stop smok¬ 
ing to think carefully 
about their reasons for 
wanting to quit, and then 
to make a pledge to take 
action in 2015. 

Every year, thousands 
of people attempt to quit 
smoking during January 
and February. 

Every smoker has their 
own reasons for wanting 
to quit, with family, 
money and health all 
being strong factors. 


The campaign, called 
Make Tobacco History, 
seeks to inspire people 
by telling the stories of 
other local people who 
have either quit smoking 
or who will be attempt¬ 
ing to quit during Janu¬ 
ary. These are stories 
about the struggles that 
people have had, how 
they've overcome them 
and how much better life 
can be after smoking. 

Dr David Phillips, di¬ 
rector of Public Health 
Dorset, said: "More than 
570,000 people have 
died in England in the 
last eight years from a 
smoking related condi¬ 


tion: that is 195 people 
each day. 

“And the average 
smoker spends more 
than £200 a month on 
their habit. That's more 
than £2,500 a year. 

“Over the last 30 years, 
we've seen a dramatic re¬ 
duction in the proportion 
of people who smoke, 
and in many of our com¬ 
munities smoking is now 
quite rare. 

“Each successful quit¬ 
ter also helps to get us 
closer to a completely 
smoke-free society. 

"Taking that next step 
to becoming an ex¬ 
smoker is no easy task, 


but by making a firm 
commitment, getting the 
right support, and by 
knowing you're not 
alone in trying to quit, 
your chances of being 
successful are greatly 
improved." 

Quitting has significant 
health benefits : 

• within 20 minutes your 
blood pressure and pulse 
rate return to normal 

• after one year the risk 
of dying from heart dis¬ 
ease is reduced by half 

• within two years the 
risk of stroke is reduced 
to half and within five 
years it will be the same 
as a non-smoker.

Beaminster Brasserie at the BridgeHouse is one 
of West Dorset's top fine dining restaurants 


T HE temptation is to 
overlook restaurants that 
have been around for a 
while. The Beaminster 
Brasserie at the BridgeHouse 
Hotel could easily fall in to that 
category. For more than 20 
years it has been one of West 
Dorset’s top fine dining 
restaurants at the heart of the 
town. Yet it remains one of the 
most popular foodie 
destinations around. 

Moving with the times has seen the 
restaurant adopt a more relaxed, 
brasserie style without losing a very 
special magic, which the hotel seems 
to possess. 

Rather than resting on its laurels, 
this Beaminster landmark has contin¬ 
ued to improve and re-invent itself and 
in return has become multi-award win¬ 
ning - a consistent AA two rosette rat¬ 
ing and in the past year accolades 
from Dorset Tourism, The Michelin 
Restaurant Guide, The Good Hotel 
Guide as well as a Taste of the West 
Gold award. And as I found out, it is 
surely deserving of all their accolades. 

So it was about time to experience 
the Beaminster Brasserie’s fine din¬ 
ing experience and I invited my part¬ 
ner and a friend with me, one of 
which, who won’t admit it, but is very 
fussy and hard to please, and the 
other was no stranger to fine dining. 

We were greeted with a warm wel¬ 
come and a smile and led to the bar 
and lounge where drinks arrived al¬ 
most instantaneously and we looked 
at the menu, which featured dishes 
to satisfy the highest food connois¬ 
seurs but at the same time will 
please diners with a particular palate 
(so definitely something for the fussy 
eater I brought along!) 


I am someone who will chose the 
same type of meal when eating out - 
normally a pasta dish, even though I 
believe you should order something 
you can’t make at home - so I de¬ 
cided to order the seared hake fillet 
with a chorizo paella, tiger prawns, 
Fowey mussels and a lobster bisque. 

My partner and friend both opted 
for the pie of the day, which was 
creamy chicken and ham, served with 
dauphinoise potatoes and long stem 
broccoli something I knew would suit 
both of them. 

After ordering we relaxed in the bar 
and lounge area. 

It is so comfortable and relaxing, 
with a fire and candles burning to one 
side, that when the waitress arrives 
to take you to your table you are al¬ 
most reluctant but at the same time 
eager to try their award winning food. 

‘Wow’ was my first impression of 
the candle lit restaurant, as you walk 
in your drawn to the back wall which 
is taken up by different coloured bot¬ 
tles, illuminated by the lights which 
had been perfectly dimmed - not too 
much that you have to squint but not 
too little that it could be the middle 
of the day. 

The restaurant is beautifully and 
tastefully decorated with a neutral 
colour scheme that makes dinners 
feel warm and comfortable and the 
tables were expertly laid up. 

It was only a short wait for food and 
when it came it was beautifully pre¬ 
sented (unfortunately I was so ex¬ 
cited to start that I had to reconstruct 
the dish to take a picture) and the 
consensus of the table was that all 
meals were absolutely delicious. 

I shared mine as I didn’t want the 
other two to miss out on how per¬ 
fectly the hake was cooked and the 
variety of flavours bursting from the 
paella - which we discussed at 
length - but they ate theirs before I 


managed a taste but from their com¬ 
ments the pastry was excellent and 
overall it was fantastic. 

And staff are incredibly helpful and 
friendly without being over attentive, 
leaving you to enjoy your meal but al¬ 
ways on hand to replace drinks. 

I felt I had to try a dessert, sous 
chef Geraldine Gay’s specialty as she 
won an award earlier this year for her 
pistachio cake, poached pear, black¬ 
berry ice cream and ginger beer gel, 
it was rude not to! 

My partner chose the sticky toffee 
pudding, blackberry crumble, ice 
cream, rice pudding and berry jam - 
yes, all in one pudding! - and myself 
and our friend went for the Bridge- 
House creme brulee with shortbread 
biscuits. 

It didn’t disappoint and rounded off 
a fantastic meal. 

Owners Mark and Joanna Donovan 
have not only built up a successful 
restaurant that serves some of the 
best food around, they have also 
achieve a superb reputation for their 
hotel rooms. 

The hotel can sleep 30 people with 
all rooms decorated in keeping with 
the hotel’s rich heritage from Me¬ 
dieval to Georgian but finished off 
with modern touches. 

I regret leaving it so long to try one 
of Beaminster’s best restaurants. If 
you haven’t already tried it, I encour¬ 
age you to make the visit especially 
as they are offering a great winter din¬ 
ing offer with 10 per cent off lunch 
and dinner until February 12th. (You’ll 
need to quote ‘Bridgel’ when book¬ 
ing your table to qualify for the dis¬ 
count). 

They are also taking bookings for 
Valentines Day so to find out what 
will be on offer, call the BridgeHouse 
on 01308 862200.

have influenced me, some better known than oth¬ 
ers, they include Michael Ayrton, Henri Fuseli, 
William Blake, Max Ernst, George Tooker and Betty 
Swanwick. 

What challenges do you encounter when or¬ 
ganizing an exhibition like this? 

Timing and communication are certainly very im¬ 
portant. Making sure all the different artists know 
when and what is required of them. Choosing the 
artists whose work will make a cohesive whole as 
an exhibition is the enjoyable part. 

Is there something you are currently working 
on, or are excited about starting that you can 
tell us about? 

I'm always working on new paintings, last year I 
started a series of imaginative pieces inspired by 
the Tors of Dartmoor. Seeing figures and faces in 
the rock formations, changing them into images of 
sleeping giants, and creating paintings of Tors 
which don't exist but should. 

What is the best piece of advice you've been given? 

I'm not sure about advice, but one of the things 
which made want to be an artist was being lent a 
book of the Drawings and Sculptures of Michael 
Ayrton whilst I was at school. The book was lent to 
me by my Art Teacher, Colin Browning. 

What advice would you give to others wanting 
to be artists? 

Follow want you really want to do and don't be led 
by fashion or what other people tell you that you 
should be doing. 

Is being an artist all its cracked up to be? 

There is a lot of work in being an artist, it takes a lot 
of time, practice and dedication to produce a 
painting. There is also a lot each artist has to do 
promoting and exhibiting their work. But I enjoy 
creating images and I certainly wouldn't want to 
be doing anything else. 

If you could live in any period of history any¬ 
where in the world, what and where would it be? 

I'm not sure I would want to live in any time other 
than the present, realistically the past was a very 
hard place to live. But if I had a time machine and 
could just visit and return again I would like to see 
what the ruined medieval castles and abbeys 
looked like in their heyday. I would then have to 
return home to the present for tea and crumpets.

HARDY DRESS ON DISPLAY AT 
DORSET COUNTY MUSEUM 


DORSET County Museum's textile 
archive includes a significant collec¬ 
tion of clothing originally owned by 
Thomas Hardy's family. Among the 
pieces is a stunning red bustle dress 
worn by his sister Katherine. Until 
now most of the collection has re¬ 
mained in storage as it requires spe¬ 
cialist mounting and display. But 
following a generous grant from the 
Daphne Bullard Trust the dress has 
now been specially prepared and is 
on display in the Museum's Writers 
Gallery. 

The bustle dress has been mounted 
on a bespoke mannequin and will 
bring a new perspective to the 
Thomas Hardy displays in the Mu¬ 
seum. Donated in 1984, the dress 
consists of a bodice and skirt in red 
grosgrain silk. It was made in about 
1889 by the linen drapers, Genge, 


Dixon and Jameson in Dorchester. 

Displaying the dress both safely and 
sympathetically was a complicated 
project. A particular consideration 
was Kate Hardy's large bust. She also 
had a very small waist and narrow 
shoulders so a special museum grade 
mannequin was purchased and 
adapted with additional padding in 
the relevant areas. A petticoat with 
several layers of net was added un¬ 
derneath for support and padded 
arms allow the sleeves to hold their 
natural shape. Extra pads were finally 
attached around the hips to help sup¬ 
port the weight of the skirt and pre¬ 
vent stress on the original fastenings.

LEXUS has today revealed the new GS F 
at the Detroit motor show, the latest ad¬ 
dition to its stable of F-designated high 
performance models. True to the princi¬ 
ples that produced the LFA supercar and 
the RC F coupe, the 470bhp V8-powered 
GS F delivers sports car performance and 
handling, but in a luxury saloon car pack¬ 
age. 

Based on the current GS saloon, it re¬ 
tains the four-door format and can com¬ 
fortably seat five adults, breaking new 
ground as the largest car yet to bear the 
Lexus F badge. 

Yukihiko Yaguchi, chief engineer, ex¬ 
plained: "Our cars with the F designation 
are meant to generate a very positive 
feeling when you're behind the steering 
wheel, and are designed to be fun to 
drive, no matter who's driving, or where. 

"With the GS F we wanted to make a 


special car that would not only exceed 
the expectations of the most discerning 
enthusiast, but which could also be en¬ 
joyed by all drivers. In this spirit, it em¬ 
braces the virtues of sound, response 
and power - the cornerstones of the 
Lexus F brand." 

V8 engine and eight-speed transmis¬ 
sion 

The GS F is powered by Lexus's formi¬ 
dable normally aspirated 5.0-litre V8 en¬ 
gine, here producing 470bhp and peak 
torque in excess of 530Nm. The unit is 
mated to a lightning quick eight-speed 
automatic transmission that offers a 
manual shift capability and four driver- 
selectable operating modes: Normal, 
Eco, Sport S and, designed specifically for 
race track driving, Sport S+. 

With a weight of 1,830kg, the rear- 
wheel drive saloon promises rapid accel¬ 


eration and a top speed to give some 
race cars a run for their money. As well as 
being powerful, the 32-valve DOHC en¬ 
gine is fuel efficient, engineered to oper¬ 
ate on the Atkinson cycle in everyday 
running and to switch seamlessly to the 
Otto cycle for performance driving and 
cruising at speed. 

Handling honed on the race track 

The GS F features structural reinforce¬ 
ments and an exclusive suspension de¬ 
sign to capture the potential offered by 
its high-power engine. The intention has 
been to achieve sports car-like handling, 
with extensive circuit testing in Japan 
and on the famous Nurburgring Nord- 
schleife in Germany.The taut suspension, 
larger tyres (255/35R19 at the front, 
275/35R19 at the rear) and uprated brak¬ 
ing system combine to provide excep¬ 
tional high-speed stability and sports car 
agility, with near-neutral handling bal¬ 
ance through almost every kind of cor¬ 
ner. 

Lexus's innovative Torque Vectoring Dif¬ 
ferential, which made its debut in the RC 
F, features in a comprehensive standard 
equipment list that will make the GS F's 
performance stand out in its class. 

Styling 

The GS F gives the styling of the GS sa¬ 
loon a more powerful, performance-fo¬ 
cused dimension, witnessed in the larger, 
more pronounced spindle grille with its 
dedicated F-model mesh pattern and the 
large air vents integrated cleanly into the 
front bumper section. The elegant-yet- 
sporty frontal appearance is further em¬ 
phasised by the slim, angled headlights 
and signature L-motif daytime running 
lights. 


The car sits noticeably lower and wider 
than other GS models, giving it a deter¬ 
mined look that's amplified by the front 
air vents and 19-inch alloy wheels. At the 
rear there is a subtle carbon fibre spoiler 
and chrome-finished exhaust tailpipes. 

The cabin adopts sports-themed fea¬ 
tures as well, while retaining its overall el¬ 
egant form-follows-function design. 
Details include an electronic instrument 
display that automatically adjusts con¬ 
tent and appearance according to the se¬ 
lected drive mode.The custom-designed 
front and rear seats provide extra lateral 
support, without sacrificing comfort. 

A luxury feel is retained, with high- 
grade Alcantara on the door trims, centre 
console and upper instrument panel, an 
analogue clock and a remote-controlled 
video monitor.The GS F will be available 
(according to market) with a 17-speaker 


Mark Levinson premium hifi system, 
while those who prefer to listen to the 
engine sound can take advantage of the 
Active Sound Control system when the 
car is driven in Sport S or Sport S+ mode. 
The Active Sound Control is like that fea¬ 
tured in the RC F, but with additional use 
of rear seat speakers. 

Yoshiharu Nakajima, project chief de¬ 
signer, said:"Fun to drive - it's what char¬ 
acterises all the cars wearing the F badge, 
and it was our intention that the GS F 
should be true to that quality. 

"The style philosophy is'form following 
function'. For example, the GS F's spindle 
grille was designed to further improve 
the car's aerodynamics and internal cool¬ 
ing, while the air outlets in the front 
wings, first seen on the IS F and more re¬ 
cently on the RC F, have been adopted 
because of their efficiency.

Clubs look to reject "Super League" proposals 


I T would appear that despite Dorset Cricket 
Boards new revised proposals for next season 
having been rejected by a number of clubs, 
they will need to vote in favour of it to ensure 
they give themselves the possibility of playing in 
the top division. 

Last season's new format that involved Premier 
League 1 and 2 teams in play off's to decide 
champions and relegation was rejected by the 
club's at the AGM in November in favour of re¬ 
verting backto the competition's older structure 
of a straight 10-team league. 

However, having taking the clubs remarks and 
views into consideration, the Dorset Cricket 
Board, worried about the standard of the 
grounds and their commitment to meet the 
Clubmark in association with Sport England, 
have countered with a proposal which will re¬ 
quire teams to apply for acceptance into a Pre¬ 
mier League. 

criteria 

Many of the bigger clubs already have - or they 
will not have problems attaining these stan¬ 
dards, but it automatically excludes the majority 
of the smaller clubs who have no chance of 
meeting the criteria in the short term. 

Originally it was proposed to have been a 
closed shop with no promotion or relegation, 
but with many clubs opposing this idea, the rules 
have been amended. 

One club who has voiced their opinion openly 
is Dorchester. They objected to last year's format 
with play-off games going on to mid September 


on two counts. 

Firstly their ground is owned by Dorchester 
Town Council and is turned over to football at 
the end of August which would mean they 
would have no pitch to play their home games, 
and secondly, like many clubs, their teams in¬ 
clude a number of young players who return to 
university and are therefore unavailable for se¬ 
lection for the later games. 

fair values 

Dorchester CC Chairman Mark Derrien, who 
has written an open letter regarding the propos¬ 
als ( copied below), says that whilst they comply 
with all the criteria required to become a Premier 
League side, the club support fair values for all 
clubs and are committed to vote against the pro¬ 
posal. 

He said:"We find ourselves in a bit of a dilemma 
because we want to play in the highest league 
possible, but, at the same time, we disagree with 
the notion of having a closed shop at the top of 
the ladder, so that other teams can't progress 
into that league. 

"We have applied to join the league but we 
have made our comments that it is much more 
desirable to have relegation and promotion so 
that all teams can be ambitious." 

Derrien believes that some of the criteria such 
as the size of the boundaries could be amended 
to allow more clubs to achieve the standard. 

"Boundary distances are not such a problem 
are they? 

"The Colehill boundary was small on one side 


and when I was captain at Dorchester I enjoyed 
the task of setting the field to try and protect it; 
it was part of the enjoyment." 

♦ Dorchester Cricket Club's open letter regard¬ 
ing the proposed invitation only Premier League; 

To all involved in Dorset cricket, 

DORCHESTER Cricket Club, like a number of our fel¬ 
low clubs, find ourselves in something of a 
quandary. 

We are an ambitious and progressive club com¬ 
mitted to playing at the highest standard available. 
Dorchester CC have been a Premier League side for 
much of our 160 year history winning the Dorset 
Premier League as recently as 2009, and will be 
stronger in 2015 with several players returning and 
numerous youngsters ready for first team action. 

We pride ourselves on our unrivalled facilities and 
established youth set up, friendly Sunday XI and a 
feeder Evening League Club XL 

Hosting Minor Counties Cricket is also back on the 
agenda having sought direction from Lords ground 
staff and meeting with Dorchester Town Council to 
provide a pitch of the required standard. 

In the event of an elite division being imple¬ 
mented, Dorchester CC would hope to be one of the 
clubs from its inception. 

Cricket in Dorchester, and the surrounding village 
teams, has prospered greatly in recent years. 

Well-established sides like Bere Regis, Puddle- 
town, Martinstown, Cerne Valley, St Georges and 
Cattistock have been joined by the fledgling Charl¬ 


ton Down to each have competitive senior teams 
in the Dorchester catchment area. 

Each of these sides have benefited from the open 
facilities funded by Dorchester CC and our youth set 
up. 

Dorchester CC too have prospered from our 
neighbouring clubs who have provided players to 
join us, giving stiff opposition against us in friend¬ 
lies and proved most worthwhile league opponents 
without the need to travel too far. 

Cricket in our area has never been more compet¬ 
itive. It is a core belief of Dorchester Cricket Club 
that all clubs from all communities should be able 
to progress to the top tier of Dorset League Cricket. 

Having an elite league which will be difficult to 
join for progressive clubs will restrict competition 
and reduce the ambition of lower tier sides. 

Dorset Cricket has always been run as democracy 
with major decisions being discussed and voted on 
in AGM's. 

In the event of this new structure being subject to 
this process Dorchester Cricket Club will be voting 
to oppose the elite league, in favour of a 10 team 
18-fixture season with the fluidity of two teams 
promoted and two relegated. 

All sides should aspire to providing youth teams 
and make the best of all available facilities. 

Dorchester CC would like to apply for a place in 
the invitation only Premier Division should this 
structure be ratified, presumably by ballot, at a 
forthcoming EGM.

IT appears that when you are down you are kicked 
again, and that is what Dorchester manager Gra¬ 
ham Kemp and his assistant Stuart Heath must 
have thought after Saturday's defeat. 

After encouraging displays against the top two 
teams over the Christmas period it seemed as if at 
last the Magpies were about to turn the corner, 
particularly following the expected return of Ben 
Watson and Lewis Morgan to bolster their ranks. 

With a full squad to pick from following training 
on Thursday night, the pair looked forward to the 
match against the Generals two days later. 

They had already had the disappointment of car¬ 
rying on the good work when their midweek 
match at FromeTown was postponed because of 
a waterlogged pitch, and then disaster struck as 
player after player was struck off the list due to un¬ 
availability.
